A review of the file history shows that this application was filed by applicant on February 26, 
2002, and contained as a conespondencc address PO BOX 61515, Honolulu, HI 96389, The 
examiner mailed a first Office action to this address on February 7, 2003, setting a three month 
shortened statutory period for reply. Applicant replied on March 4, 2003, by filing an 
amendment to the specification and claims. Unfortunately, due to Rules changes fix)m the 
previous year, applicant's amendment was not in acceptable form. On June'5, 2003, the Office 
mailed a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment to applicant setting a one month period for reply. 
A change of address was received on June 16, 2003. Applicant replied on July 21. 2003, by 
filirig a new amendment * Hbwever,':applicant did not request or pay fi>r a one month extension 
6f:time?!:^AppBcaAt.w'aii59tiot^ . 
teqti^t^id fee.fof a^one Morithext^idnidf^tiitt^ jVits:«ib|tfitted:-A:Ndtice^^ 
was mailed to applicant on March 25, 2004, indicating diat no reply to the Office action of 
February 7, 2003, had been recdved. 

It is noted that applicant is prosecuting his own application and is Ukely not completely familiar 
with Rules changes for prosecution before the Office. It is also noted ttiat the Office has changed 
its Rules for submission of amendments to the claims and specification at least three times since 
2001. In view of these changes, it is understandable that applicant was not aware of the most 
recent Rule change for submitting amendments and the error in submission can be excused. It is 
also noted that applicant has attempted to reply to Office actions promptly, usually within a 
month of mailing thereof. That applicant did not reply within one month to the Notice of Non- 
Compliant Amendment may be due to the change of address which likely crossed in the mail 
with the Notice. However, the Office should not have delayed three months fit)m receipt of the 
amendment to the mailing of the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, nor delayed over six 



months after receipt of the revised amCTdment before noticing applicant that (he amendment 
was defective in ttat it lacked an extension of time request and fee. Such delay, in effect, 
mandated abandonment of the plication. 

In view of the Of&ce delays and errors and, applicant's status as pro se, the petition is 
GRANTED, This application is restored to pending status with the mailing of this decision. 

Applicant's remarks filed March 7, 20Q3, will be considered responsive to the Office action 
of February 7, 2003, and the examiner will act in accordance therewith. 

It is, however, noted that ^licant's last amendment remains non-compliant with current Rules 
for amendments. Current Rules require that any amendment to the specification (other than the 
addition or del^on of 5 or fewer characters) be made by reproducing the entire paragraph and 
showing the changes by underlining (for additions) and strikethrough (for deletions), hi addition 
when any claim is amended in reply to an Office action a complete listing of claims must be 
presented with changes shown as noted above. Further each claim must be preceded by an 
identifier such as: new, amended, previously amended, original, canceled, etc. Applicant is 
urged to review these Rules on the OflSce wd>site to oosure compliance therewith. The reply to 
the neict Office action will require compliance with current Rules for amendments.
